RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 1st October, 2012 

Subject: Policy framework for admissions to engineering programmes at the 
undergraduate level in the Country. 

F. No. 21-6/2012-TS. I.— Programme of Action (PoA) 1992 under the National Policy on 

Education (NPE) 1986 envisage conduct of a Common Entrance 
Examination on an All India basis for admissions to professional and

technical programmes in the Country. Presently, a number of tests are 

/ 

conducted for admissions to such programmes. Multiplicity of tests causes 
immense mental and financial burden on students and their parents. Apart 
from this it has led to mushrooming of coaching centres and students, 
shunning regular classroom teaching thereby weakening the very 
foundation of school education system. Lack of unified transparent 
admission process has resulted in unfair practices being followed by 
several institutions. Apart from the Indian Institutes of Technology (NTs) & 
National Institutes of Technology (NITs), with the expansion of the 
university system, private universities and institutions deemed to be 
universities have been holding their own entrance examinations. The 
Ramasami Committee, which went into the issue, has proposed, inter-alia, 
a common national examination with weightage to performance in class XII 
examinations normalized on the basis of percentile formula for admission to 
engineering institutions. 

2. The aforesaid proposal has been discussed in detail in the Council 
of NTs and NITs and heads of other centrally funded technical institutions. 
The proposal for a common national examination has been endorsed ‘in 
principle’ by the States in the two Conferences of the State Education 
Ministers held recently, with the suggestion that the States may adopt the 
same pattern of admission to the engineering institutions affiliated to State 
Universities if they deem fit. Institutions Deemed to be Universities have 
also generally welcomed the proposal. During the consultations there was 
a strong view amongst all the stakeholders that the importance of the 
schooling system has to be revived in the larger public interest by giving 
due weightage to the performance of students in the Class XII Board 
examinations besides reducing the multiplicity of examination and at the 
same time maintaining the credibility and integrity of admissions to higher 
educational institutions. 

3. Taking note of the discussion referred to in paragraph 2, it has been 
decided to hold a Joint Entrance Examination (JEE) beginning from the 
year 2013 for admission to the undergraduate programmes in engineering 
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in two parts i.e. Joint Entrance Examination-MAIN and Joint Entrance 
Examination-ADVANCED. Only the top 150,000 candidates (including all 
categories) based on the performance in Joint Entrance Examination-MAIN 
will qualify to appear in the Joint Entrance Examination-Advanced 
examination. Admissions to Indian Institutes of Technology will be based 
only on category-wise All India Rank (AIR) in Joint Entrance Examination- 
ADVANCED, subject to condition that such candidates are in the top 20 
percentile of successful candidates in class XII examination conducted by 
their respective Boards in applicable categories. Admission to National 
Institutes of Technology will be based on 40% weightage for performance 
in class XII Board marks normalized on percentile basis to be notified 
separately and the remainder 60% weightage would be given for 
performance in Joint Entrance Examination-Main and a combined All India 
Rank (AIR) would worked out. The policy could also be adopted by other 
Centrally Funded Technical Institutions and participating Institutions. In 
case any State opts to admit students in the engineering colleges affiliated 
to State Universities based on the above, the Joint Entrance Examination- 
MAIN will be conducted in the regional language of the State as well on the 
express request of the State. Where States require separate merit list 
based on the relative weightages adopted by the State, then the merit list 
shall be prepared with such weightages as may be indicated by the States. 

‘ 4. For smooth conduct of Joint Entrance Examination 2013, a JEE 

Apex Board (JAB) would be constituted, comprising of members drawn 
from Indian Institutes of Technology, National Institutes of Technology, 
Indian Institutes of Information Technology, State Governments, Institutions 
Deemed to be Universities, besides one each from Central Board of 
Secondary Education, National Informatics Centre, Centre for Development 
of Advanced Computing and Ministry of Human Resource Development. 
JEE Apex Board would be assisted by the Joint Entrance Examination 
Interface Group for coordinating with Council of Boards of Secondary 
Education. JEE Apex Board would also coordinate with Joint Entrance 
Examination-Advanced Group and its Chairman. For conduct of Joint 
Entrance Examination-ADVANCED, the coordination body will have the 
same composition as that of the present Joint Admission Board of the IIT 
system.

5. Central Board of Secondary Education (CBSE) will provide the 
administrative and logistic support for the conduct of Joint Entrance 
Examination-MAIN examination across the country. The permanent 
Secretariat of JEE Apex Board would be located in Central Board of 
Secondary Education which may create suitable positions, if necessary. 

The National Informatics Centre / Centre for Development of Advanced 
Computing will assist in providing IT support and back end activities for pre- 
and-post examination work, including on-line submission of application 
forms. 

6. The transparency processes being followed presently by All India 
Engineering Entrance Examination (AIEEE)-2012 and IIT system shall be 
adopted for the Joint Entrance Examination-MAIN and Joint Entrance 
Examination-ADVANCED. Those students who have appeared in the Class 

XII Board examinations in 2012 and wish to improve upon their 
performance can appear again for the Board examinations in 2013. Central 
Board of Secondary Education and State Boards would make appropriate 
arrangements to facilitate this through a special dispensation.
